1 . DURING A CALL ON MIIK SEPT 14 I ASKED HIM WHETHER 
THERE HAD BEEN ANY PURTHER MOVEMENT IN HIS ATTEMPTS TO 
BRING THE PILIPINOS AND THE MALAYSIANS TOGETHER ON SABAH. 
MALIK SHOOK HIS HEAD NEGATIVELY AND INDICATED THAT HIS
